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PROCEEDINGS OF 

THE CITY BOARD 

OF TRUSTEES 

Thirty Cents Per 1000 Gallons Decided 
On For Water Rate—New Curbs and 
Sidewalks Ordered. 


The city board of trustees met in reg¬ 
ular weekly session last Monday 
night in the city hall. 

A communication was received from 
the Bank of South San Francisco no¬ 
tifying the board that the claim of 
Chas. J. Lindgren against the city for 
curb and sidewalk work on Lux ave¬ 
nue had been assigned to that insti¬ 
tution. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cunning¬ 
ham, seconded by Trustee Healy, the 
communication w as ordered tiled. 

Trustee Cunningham reported that 
W. B. Lawrence, representative of the 
Spring Valley Water Co. in this 
county, would be in this city on the 
following Thursday afternoon to con¬ 
fer with the board in the matter of 
lowering his company’s water main 
in San Bruno road. 

Trustee Cunningham also reported 
that members of the board had gone 
over the accounts of the South San 
Francisco Water Co. and had several 
items explained by its secretary, Geo. 
H. Chapman. 

Trustee Healy, seconded by Trustee 
Hickey, moved that a water ordinance 
be adopted providing a rate of 25 cents 
per 1000 gallons to consumers, with a 
minimum of C-l per month. 

Before (he question was put by the 
chairman, W. J. Martin, vice-presi¬ 
dent of the water company, arose and 
told the board that he ente ed a protest 
against the water rate of 25 cents per 
1000 gallons, lie said the company had 
been losing money right along with 
that rate. In order to earn anything on 
its investment the rate should be 41 
cents per 1000 gallons, but if the board 
would make the rate ho cents per 1000 
gallons, he would do all he could to 
have the company satisfied with it. The 
rate here should compare with the 
rates of other cities on the Peninsula, 
where they aredO cents per lOOOgallons 
and more 

Albert Raymond, attorney for the 
water company, said 41 cents per 1000 
gallons would net the company 6 per 
cent on its investment w hich it is en¬ 
titled to under the law. “We want to 
be fair, and are only asking for a 80- 
cent rate. 

Trustee Healy re-introduced the or¬ 
dinance, with the change made to 80 
cents per lOOOgallons. Under the rules, 
the ordinance was laid over one week. 

Superintendent of Streets Geo. A. 
Kneese reported that the street com¬ 
mittee and himself had inspected the 
sidewalk work on Cypress and Miller 
avenues and found it satisfactory. Soon 
as the property assessments are figur¬ 
ed out by him, the board will accept 
the work. 

Several labor claims were presented 
and referred to the finance committee. 

Upon motion of Trustee Healy, sec¬ 
onded by Trustee Cunningham, it 
was decided to grade and round up all 
streets where new curbs and sidewalks 
have been laid. 

Trustee Cunningham introduced au 
ordinance changing meetings of the 
board from weekly to the first and 


third Mondays of each month. The or¬ 
dinance will come up for adoption next 
Monday night. 

Trustee McGovern introduced a reso¬ 
lution of intention to lay curbs and 
sidewalks on the east side of San Bruno 
road between Grand and Armour ave¬ 
nues, which upon motion of Trustee 
Hickey, seconded by Trustee Healy, 
was adopted. 

A resolution of intention was also 
adopter! to lay curbs and sidewalks on 
both sides of Aspen avenue, between 
Cypress aud Olive avenues. 

SCHOOLJRUSTEES 

The board of school trustees of 
this district held a meeting last 
Thursday night with all members 
present. 

The following were appointed 
officers for the school trustee elec¬ 
tion to be held in the school house 
next Friday between the hours of 
1 and (> o’clock p. m.: W. S. Tay¬ 
lor, inspector; H. W. Kneese and 
Ed Haynes, judges. 

The election will be hold to 
elect a school trustee to succeed 
Chas. Robinson, term expired. 

The mid-term vacation for the 
school will be from Friday, April 
7th, to April 17th. 

Warrants for teachers and jani¬ 
tor for March were signed and de¬ 
livered 

On account of the provisions of 
the Benedict bill, the former 
action of the board in appointing 
Ed. Haynes school census marshal 
was rescinded. 

Hereafter apportionments for 
the schools will be made from the 
average daily attendance of schol-

For the convenience of tax payers in 
South San Francisco and vicinity, Tax 
Collector A. McSweeney has authorized 
the Bank of South San Francisco to 
receive payments of taxes. 

Thos. L. Hickey has been appointed 
a deputy by County Assessor Hay¬ 
ward for South San Francisco and the 
north end of San Mateo county. He 
will collect poll taxes. 

Captain H. N. Royden of San Mateo 
was in this city on Wednesday with 
a party of military men looking over 
the neighboring country where a mili¬ 
tary rifle range can be established. 

Mrs. A. Maccario last Sunday slip¬ 
ped and fell to the ground from a sec¬ 
ond-story porch at the rear of her resi¬ 
dent on Grand avenue and was badly 
bruised. No bones were broken. 

Born—In this city, March 25th, to 
the wife of M. J. Hawes, a girl. The 
baby lived but a few hours and died 
early in the morning of the 26th, and 
was buried on Monday, March 27th. 
Funeral private. 

Edward Halton, arrested by Con¬ 
stable Wallace and Officer Acheson on 
a charge of petty larceny for appropri¬ 
ating merchandise from the Fuller 
paint factory where he was employed, 
was arraigned before Justice Johnson 
at Vista Grande last Monday. At his 
trial on Wednesday seven jurymen 
voted to acquit him and three voted 
guilty. He was admitted to $50 bail 
pending a new trial. 

Last Wednesday evening about 8 
o’clock oneof the Hynding cottages on 
Lux avenue, near Cypress, occupied 
by A.Aronoand wife, caught lire from 
the exploding of a coal oil lamp.

MATEO COUNTY 

Representative Conference Held at San 
Mateo on Tuesday Adopts Plan 
of Organization. 


An enthusiastic meeting of represen¬ 
tative citizens from different portions 
of San Mateo county was held at San 
Mateo last Tuesday afternoon to per¬ 
fect an organization to boost the advan¬ 
tages of this county under the name of 
the San Mateo County Development 
Board. 

The meeting was called to order by 
Rev.W.A. Brewer of Hillsborough, 
and E. I. Woodman of this city acted 
as secretary. 

The following plan of organization 
submitted by a committee appointed 
at a previous meeting, composed of 
Geo. W. Lovie, Chas. N. Kirkbride, 
H. N. Royden, I). Bromfield and S. D. 
Merk, was, after changing the provi¬ 
sion calling for a $200 minimum in¬ 
come to $500 per month, adopted: 

Gentlemen: — The Committee ap¬ 
pointed to report a plan for a perman¬ 
ent organization beg leave to report as 
follows: 

1. —That in order to maintain a per¬ 
manent and effective organization it is 
necessary to have an assured income 
sufficient to maintain permanent head¬ 
quarters with a paid manager incharg 
who can attend to the details of the 
work; that forsuch purposea minimum 
monthly income of at least $500 per 
month is necessary. 

2. That if the foregoing premises be 
approved, your committee would re¬ 
commend the following plan of pro¬ 
cedure. 

a. —That the permanent organization 
lie effected under the name of San 
Mateo County Development Board. 

b. —That the several members of the 
county board of supervisors and of the 
different boards of trustees of the differ¬ 
ent municipalitiesin trie county beex- 
officio members thereof. 

c. —That a general membership be 


created from individuals and corpora¬ 
tions who shall subscribe and contrib¬ 
ute stipulated monthly sumstowards 
the maintenance of the organization. 

d. —That the county and the several 
municipalities each provide a special 
fund for expenditure under the guid¬ 
ance of the development board forgen- 
eral promotion. 

e. —That the affairs of the develop¬ 
ment 'board be administrated by a 
board of governors composed of fifteen 
members and who shall be elected at 
large. The board of governors shall ap¬ 
point an executive committee and cre¬ 
ate such offices and appoint such oilier 
committees as it may deem advisable. 
It shall also have power to fix the 
times of annual meetings, and adopt 
all needful by-laws and constitutional 
regulations. 

f. —That the meeting appoint a time 
and place for the organization of the 
development board, and invite the ex- 
officio members and all public spirited 
citizens to be present for the purpose 
of electing a bgard of governors and 
effecting a permanent organization. 

Speeches were made by W. A. Brewer, 
W.J. Martin, Eric Lange, Chas. N. 
Kirkbride, Chas. M. Morse, I). Mc¬ 
Sweeney, S. D. Merk, Supervisor W. 
H. Brown, A. A. Green and J. M. Cus¬ 
ter on the importance of having a i.e*-- 
manture organization in this county 
to boost its advantages. 

F. H. Green, chairman of the execu¬ 
tive committee of the Tanforan Site 
Committee, said the prospect of Tan¬ 
foran being selected as the Panama-' 
Pacific Exposition site was better than 
ever. 

It was decided to hold the next 
meeting in Town Hall at Burlingame 
on Saturday, April Hth,at 8 p. in., to 
further perfect a permanent organiza¬ 
tion. 


NEWS NOTES 

FROM BUSTLING 

SAN BRUNO 


The following has been issued by the 
present commissioners of the fire dis¬ 
trict, which is self-explantory: 

To the citizens and residents of San 
Bruno, San Mateo County, Cal.— 
Greeting: 

We, present Board of Fire Commis¬ 
sioners of San Bruno Fire District, feel 
that it is advisable to set forth, for the 
information of all concerned, facts and 
figures pertaining to present status of 
out; present fire equipment and the need 
for enlarging en same. 

On next Monday, April 3d, the San 
Bruno Fire District will hold an elec¬ 
tion at the San Mateo Avenue Fire 
House for the purpose of electing 
three fire commissioners to serve for 
the coming fiscal year and also for 
the purpose to vote whether or no for 
the levying of a tax to pay off the in¬ 
debtedness on the present fire equip¬ 
ment and the maintenance as well as 
the purchase of any further apparatus 
that may be required. 

It is palpable to any one having any 
knowledge of our present equipment, 
that it is very inadequate to cope with 
any but a small fire and that only 
when it is possible to have the equip¬ 
ment at a fire at its very inception. If 
our houses were as close together as 
they are in older communities, and we 
have reason to expect they will be 
through the development that is bound 
to maintain especially along the Pen¬ 
insula through the acquiring of the 
World’s Fair by San Francisco, it 
would be absurd for us to expect that 
the protection that we have now would 


be of any avail, so it behooves our peo¬ 
ple to take advantage of the means to 
! acquire more protection against fires 
that will lie afforded to them on next 
Monday. This is a serious question and 
it is fitting that every householder 
weigh the matter well, so that they 
may realize the gravity of our present 
situation. 

After three years of a struggle under 
the most trying conditions the fire 
companies have been able to secure the 
present nucleus for fire protection. 
Deficient as it may be, it has in many 
ways served tire purpose for which it 
was intended, and through it, al¬ 
though it was hardly more than pro¬ 
tection in name, it is responsible in 
that the citizens of San Bruno are able 
to secure fire insurance at a fair rate. 

About two years ago, when the 
i Methodist Church, Debennetti’s store 
and other fires occurred in San Bruno 
the fire insurance companies notified 
their agents here not to write any more 
insurance, and also cancelled a number 
of policies. They were seriously debat¬ 
ing whether they would withdraw 
altogether from San Bruno, when 
aboutthat time the French Restaurant 
was completely destroyed by fire. 
Through the heroic work preformed by 
both fire companies the adjoining 
house, that of Theo. Reitz, was saved 
from destruction. The fact that the 
j companies were able tosavethis build¬ 
ing was favorably reported by the 
Board of Underwriters to the several

LEGISLATIVE NOTES 


REVIEW OF LEGISLATION. 

The recently-adjourned Legislature 
adopted the following Constitutional 
Amendments, which will be submitted 
to the people for ratification: 

Providing that the Senate may by 
uniform laws provide for the inspec 
tion, measurement and graduation of 
merchandise. 

Granting self government to coun- j 
ties. 

Providing that the sessions of the 
Legislature shall be divided. Undei ; 
the terms of this Amendment, the Leg-1 
islature will convene in January, and 
remain in session for not more than 
thirty days, during which bills shall 
be introduced. A recess is then pro¬ 
vided for not less than thirty days, 
during which opportunity is given to 
study the bills. At the second session, 
no bills shall be introduced without 
the consent of three-fourths the mem 
bers, and no member shall be per¬ 
mitted to introduce more than two 
bills. 

Granting suffrage to women. 

Providing that a railroad engaged ex¬ 
clusively in logging may take property 
for public use, and that such a rail¬ 
road so taking property shall be 
deemed thereafter a common carrier. 

Granting the initiative and refer¬ 
endum. 

Providing for the recall of all elec 
tive officers, including Judges. 

Providing that no judgment shall be 
set aside, or a new trial granted in any 
criminal case on the ground of mis¬ 
direction of the jury, or that impropei 
admission or rejection of evidence, oi 
for error as to any matter of pleading 
or procedure, unless, after an examina 
tion of the entire cause, the Court shall 
be of the opinion that error complained 
of has resulted in a miscarriage ol 
justice. 

Providing that the term of office ol 
any person appointed under Civil Ser¬ 
vice regulation shall not be limited. 

Placing the public utilities of the 
State under control of the State Rail- | 
road Commission. 

Authorizing municipalities to pro 
vide by their charters for the regu¬ 
lation of Police Courts, and Boards oi 
Education, police and election. 

Increasing the number of State 
Railroad Commissioners from three to 
five, providing that they shall be ap¬ 
pointed instead of elected, and strik¬ 
ing out of the Constitution provisions 
over which the contention may be 
raised that the Railroad Commission 
ers are powerless to act effectively. 

Providing that municipalities and 
counties may provide in their charters 
that a greater number of votes than 
a mere plurality shall be required foi 
choice of an elective officer. 

Striking Justices Courts from the list 
of Constitution-established Courts. 

Granting peace officers authority to 
accept free transportation from rail¬ 
roads. 

Providing that the Supreme Courl 
shall appoint the Clerk of that body 

Making judges of the District Court 
of Appeal subject to impeachment.

Exempting property to the amount 
of $1000 of each soldier who has seen 
service, or widow of such soldier, from 
taxation. 

Prohibiting railroads from raising 
rates without permission of the Rail 
hoad Commission, and providing that 
the decision of the Commission shall 
not be subject to review by any Court 
except upon the question whether such 
decision will result in confiscation ol 
property. 

To Shorten Legislative Work. 

On the theory that a Legislature 
lasting half as long as the one just 
ended could accomplish as much at 
half the cost to the people of the State, 
and incidentally the wear and tear of 
legislators, the Senate Committee on 
Revision of Rules, of which Senatoi 
Leroy Wright of San Diego is chair¬ 
man, will begin work soon. Its final 
plans will be offered to the Fortieth 
Legislature for consideration. 

Among subjects which will be con 
sidered by the committee are the fol¬ 
lowing: 

Duplication of bills in upper and 
lower houses. 

Duplication of committee work 

Magnitude of committees. 

Public hearings. 

Members of the committee admit 
that the existing practice in this and 
other legislative bodies of duplicating 
bills is pernicious. It is done, princi¬ 
pally, because Senators and Assembly 
men from identical districts desire tc 
have their names attached to bills, par¬ 
ticularly those bills which are of bene 
fit to their districts. For this reason 
practically all appropriation bills and 
many measures of public welfare are 
duplicated. 

The only wav thus^ far suggested to 


obviate this difficulty Is a committee 
on introduction of bills which would 
cull out all duplicates.

ROOSEVELT IN 

GREEK THEATER 


Lectures on Magazines and the 
Shaping ot Opinion 

Loyalty to the nation, clean politics 
and an appeal to citizens to gain con¬ 
trol of power in political affairs, with 
a sharp attack on muckraking maga¬ 
zines and newspapers, constituted 
former President Theodore Roosevelt’s 
farewell message to 12,000 persons 
who crowded every available inch of 
the Greek Theater, Berkeley, to hear 
the last of the series of five lectures 
under the Earl foundation of theo¬ 
logical lectures. 

With the sun beating relentlessly 
down, the immense crowd was unable 
to move during the entire program, 



and eight women fainted, two being 
carried from the theater. 

His topic, “The Shaping of Public 
Opinion and the Ninth Command¬ 
ment,” caused Colonel Roosevelt to 
open his lecture with words of praise 
for citizens interested in the further¬ 
ance of good government, without re¬ 
gard to class or position. 

Cardinal Sin of Theft. 

“The cardinal sin of the public man 
is theft,” he said, “and the cardinal 
sin of the public writer is mendacity. 

I abhor the assassin of character. I 
am speaking of the wrong done by 
the would-be instructor of the public, 
who instructs it falsely. My* chief 
concern is the wrong he does to the 
public whom he teaches to think 
wrongly. 

“I want to say that the newspaper 
or magazine writer who sustains the 
crook, most certainly shares the 
crook’s guilt morally. In this connec¬ 
tion I might say that there is a type 
of magazine not even fair to be char- j 
acterized as muckraking. The type to 
which I refer might be termed the 
‘Ananias Muckraker’ type, the type 
where writer, editor and owner write 
and prepare and publish scandalous 
falsehoods on prominent public men 
for a purpose. No striped prisoner in 
a public penitentiary is more degrad¬ 
ing than such a dishonest writer. 

“The largest evil follows the attack 
on the innocent, made in some cases 
to cloud the issue or shield candidates 
put forward by their interests. I will 
say that if the honest man is fit for 
public life, he will have to have a 
fairly thick skin. 

Effect on the People. 

“The effect of three things comes 
when the people begin to think about 
w’hat they have been reading. They 
begin to think that white men are not 
white, black men are not black, but 
all are gray, and it doesn’t make much 
difference whom you support. 

“I hope to see in the end Legis¬ 
latures that will punish slanderous un¬ 
truths in magazines or newspapers, in 
the same manner that food manufac¬ 
turers are punished if they mislabel 
their goods.” 

Continuing, Colonel Roosevelt said: i 


“Eight 1 years ago they used to say j 
that rich men couldn’t be put in the 
penitentiary. We have put several j 
in.” 

Colonel Roosevelt told of the con¬ 
fessions of the sugar trust officials 
of furnishing campaign funds to Re¬ 
publicans in Republican States, and 
to Democrats in Democratic States, 
saying: “Be non-partisan when your 
honesty is involved. I ask people to j 
pay no heed to party when the great j 
fundamental issues of honesty and de- i 
cency are at stake. I appeal to you 
to stand for decency in public life and 
decency in the press. I wish you all 
to act as you would have your sons 
and daughters act, after bringing 
them up properly to work for the 
rigtet”

The board of directors of the Pan¬ 
ama-Pacific International Exposition 
held a meeting recently at which all 
phases of the question of a site were 
discussed. It resulted in the sending 
of a telegram to President Taft asking 
him to request, the presence and as¬ 
sistance of the Federal Fine Arts 
Commission in selecting a site. The 
commission consists of: D. H. Burn¬ 
ham, Illinois, president: Frank E. Mil 
ler, New York, vice-president; Fred¬ 
erick Olmstead Jr., Thomas Hastings, 
Daniel C. French, Cass Gilbert, New 
York; Charles Moore, Michigan. 

Travel by steamship from Los An¬ 
geles to San Francisco has increased 
enormously since the rate cutting be 
gan. Within six days more than 1000 
persons have gone by sea. The berths 
are being filled and the railroad traf¬ 
fic cut into deeply. Travel between 
the two cities always increases at this 
season, but it is now unprecedented 
and both railroad and steamship men 
attribute it to the low fare. 

The Panama - Pacific International 
Exposition of 1915 is to be made the 
basis of one of the greatest coloniza¬ 
tion movements ever inaugurated on 
behalf of the territory west of the Mis j 
sissippi river, conducted by the West-1 
ern Development Company and par- j 
ticipated in by ten States of the Union.: 
This decision was reached at a recent | 
conference held in Salt Lake City, at \ 
which the States interested were rep¬ 
resented by delegates. 

Following a second conference in the j 
office of Governor Hiram Johnson re | 
specting the proposed Sacramento and 
San Joaquin river improvement and 
the expenditure of the $800,000, Cap¬ 
tain A. E. Anderson of San Francisco,! 
chairman of the California River Iin | 
provement Association, declares that 
a decision has been reached between 
the Federal representatives and the 
State authorities regarding the pro¬ 
posed improvement and that actual i 
work will be commenced at once.

It has been announced that the Han¬ 
ford and Summit Lake Railroad Com¬ 
pany will extend its line from Hard 
wick, in Kings county, to Jamison, 
twenty-six miles west of Fresno. The 
line will be thirty-six miles long, and, 
with the exception of four miles, will 
be located in Fresno county. The line 
will connect at Mendota with the 
Southern Pacific, and it is thought that 
the latter company is interested. 


The Chamber of Commerce of San 
Francisco has received thus far $5014 
for the relief of the Chinese famine 
sufferers, and continues to receive con¬ 
tributions to that fund. The prompt 
and generous response on the part ot 
the people of San Francisco again dem 
onstrates that the people of San Fran¬ 
cisco may be relied upon when ap¬ 
pealed to for any deserving cause, no 
matter by whom or where the relief is 
wanted. 


The Privy Council at Tokio has rat¬ 
ified the treaty of commerce and navi¬ 
gation with the United States. The 
signatory exchange will be made on 
April 4th. 


ARBITRATION WITH 

GREAT BRITAIN 

_ 

Knox is Working on Proposed 
Arbitration Treaty 

The drafting of a new arbitration 
treaty between the United States and 
Great Britain to include all disputes j 
between the two countries has been 
begun by Secretary of State Knox. 
The negotiation of the convention will 
be expedited as much as possible with 
a view of submitting it to the Senate 
for ratification at the special session ! 
to begin April 4th. 

The treaty will be the first of its 
kind ever negotiated, and will provide 
for arbitration of all disputes between 
the United States and Great Britain. 
The work of drawing up a new con¬ 
vention will be difficult because of the

fact that the document will be the 
first of its kind. It will be used as a 
model for similar conventions with 
other countries. 

Result of Grey’s Speech. 

The negotiation of the general ar 
bitration treaty with Great Britain is 
a direct result of the speech of Sir 
Edward Grey, Minister of Foreign Af¬ 
fairs of Great Britain in the House of 
Commons several weeks a,go, in which 
he said that a proposal for the nego¬ 
tiation of such a convention would be 
welcomed by the British Government. 

While President Taft and Secretary 
of State Knox have been in favor of 
such a treaty for some months, they 
were not inclined to make a definite 
proposal on the subject to Great Brit¬ 
ain until official information had first 
been obtained as to the probable atti 
tude of that country toward the pro¬ 
posal. The speech of Sir Edward 
Grey cleared up this phase of the 
situation and paved the way for actual 
negotiations. 

The attitude of the Senate will de¬ 
termine whether or not other conven¬ 
tions similar to that negotiated with 
Great Britain will be drawn up and 
submitted for ratification. It is un¬ 
derstood that preliminary exchanges 
have been made through the State 
Department to ascertain the attitude 
of the French Government toward a 
general arbitration treaty covering all 
future disputes. 


SPORTS AND ATHLETICS 


Jack Johnson, heavy-weight pugilist 
and automobile scorcher, who is so¬ 
journing at the San Francisco County 
Jail under sentence of twenty-five 
days for violating the ordinances rela¬ 
tive to speed of automobiles, applied 
to the Supreme Court, through his at¬ 
torney, J. J. Greeley, for a writ of ha¬ 
beas corpus. 

Harvard has defeated the Univer¬ 
sity of Pennsylvania at soccer foot¬ 
ball, 4 to 1. This was the first con- I 
test of the kind between the two 
universities. 

Goose shooting still holds good and 
has afforded much sport to a number 
of gunners recently. The birds are 
reported to be thick near Rio Vista-- 
“millions of them.” 

Without ever permitting his oppo¬ 
nent to assume the offensive for a 
moment, Frank Gotch, holder of the 
world’s wrestling championship, de¬ 
feated Tom Jenkins, former champion, 
in two straight falls at the Auditorium 
at Denver. 

Frank Gotch, world’s champion 
wrestler, makes the announcement 
that he will have a match in San Fran¬ 
cisco the fore part of April. Gotch 
says he has accepted the challenge of 
Henry Ordeman, the Norwegian Cham- 
pion wrestler of Minneapolis, who has 
shown remarkable skill at wrestling 
during the past three years. 


GRIMES AND CASUALTIES 


Charles W. Wappensteln, former 
Chief of Police of Seattle, pleaded not 
guilty to the indictment charging him 
with having accepted a bribe of $1000, 
from Clarence Gerald and Gideon Tup ! 
per for permitting them to operate 
houses in the old vice district. 

A northbound motor car on the 
Southern Pacific, leaving Medford, Or., 
collided with a southbound passenger 
train at Crater Lake Junction. Twelve 
persons were injured, none fatally. 

Two men who attempted to break 
into Lavinson’s store at Rocklin, Cal., 
and effected an entrance at the Roch¬ 
dale store, securing $3 in cash, are! 
believed to be the thieves that robbed 
the store at Lodi last week and at¬ 
tempted a robbery at Lincoln, Placer 
county. 

Falling from a San Pablo avenue 
car while passing Russell street, Ber¬ 
keley, .Tames C. Arlett, a well-known 
Oaklander and a brother of Arthur 
Arlett, the prominent politician, sus¬ 
tained so serious a fracture of the 
basal skull that he died at the Roose¬ 
velt Hospital. 

Every person on board the small 
wooden steamer Sechelt when she was 
capsized off Beachey Head, Vancouver 
island, during a gale, perished, and 
apparently the sea gulped down every 
morsel of the vessel. It is not known 
positively how many persona were on 
the Sechelt when she left. Victoria for 
Sooke. The prevailing report is that 
she departed with thirty-nine, that 
thirteen of. the passengers landed at 
William Head, and that twenty-two 
passengers and the crew of fouF went 
down with the boat. 


IMPORTANT FOREIGN NEWS 


In connection with the launching of 
the battleship Kaiser, Emperor Wil¬ 
liam has created Chancellor von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg a Major-General a la 
suite of the Army. Prince von Buelow, 
who is also a civilian, was accorded 
this honor when he was Chancellor. 

Much excitement exists at Madrid 
in anticipation of possible trouble be¬ 
cause of the debates scheduled in Par¬ 
liament over the question of the exe- ! 
cution of Professor Ferrer. 


SAYS RECIPROCITY IS PLOT 

Sir Charles Tupper Denounces Pro¬ 
posed Trade Compact. 

“Reciprocity is nothing less than a 
dastardly plot to put us in the power 
of the United States,” declared Sir 
Charles Hibbert Tupper, ex-member of 
the Canadian Cabinet, who addressed 
a political gathering at Vancouver. 

Emphasizing the features in the pol¬ 
icy of the United States showing that 
the annexation of Canada was its dear¬ 
est hope, he went on to point out that j 
all the annexationists in the Liberal 
party in Canada were working with 
might and main for reciprocity, while 
all imperialists, irrespective of party, 
were opposed to it. 

“If the lure of gold,” he said, “does 
its work, Canadians will prove un¬ 
worthy of their history and of the 
heritage they share as members of 
their empire.” 


REBELS SUSTAIN DEFEAT 


Seventy-five Killed and Many Wounded 
Near Hermosillo. 

Messages from Governor Torres 
over federal wires to Agua Prieta, 
Mex., show that the rebels have suf- i 
fered a decisive defeat near Ures. 
Their losses are placed at seventy-five 
dead and many wounded. 

It is believed that the rebel force 
which engaged in the fight at La Col 
orado a few days ago had divided, one 
section going around to the west of 
Hermosillo from the south, under com- j 
mand of Jesus Rivera. The other half, j 
under command of a leader named-i 
Loyzien. inarched to the east and i 
north, joining Juan Cabral and 220 
mounted rebels who had gone south 
from Carbo. 


Zeppelin’s New Airship Successful, j 

Count Zeppelin’s new airship has I 
made a successful maiden flight at 
Friederichshafen, Germany, The craft 
replaces the passenger airship Deutsch¬ 
land, which, after a few thrilling ex¬ 
hibitions, came to grief amid the trees 
of the Teutoburgian forests on June 
28th last. The motors and the vertical 
steering planes of the Deutschland 
were saved from the wreck and util 
ized in the construction of her suc¬ 
cessor. 


Ohio Favors Oregon Plan. 

Tlhe Ohio House had passed by a vote 
of 89 to 13 the Wiman bill, providing 
for the election of Unitea States Sen¬ 
ators by popular vote on the Oregon 
plan. 


WIGKERSHAM AFTER 
THE COMBINATIONS 

Concentration ot Capital Is Not 
Approved by Secretary 

A new weapon is being forged out 
of the Government’s experience in 
dealing with monopolies of trade and 
combinations of capital, which, it is 
learned, Attorney-General Wickersham 
hopes to present to Congress in the 
belief that it will be incorporated into 
law. Just what shape this proposed 
legislation will take has not been made 
known. 

Combinations of all kinds, through 
processes of reorganization, have 
managed to keep just a step ahead of 
Federal prosecution and in many 
cases the work of the Department of 
Justice, therefore, has not always 
been so effective as was desired. 

With a view to meeting the problem 
as it exists and as it promises to de¬ 
velop, the Attorney-General, within 
the next few months, make take the 
most important steps toward regula¬ 
tion of combinations and monopolies 
since the passage of the Sherman law. 

Several instances of alleged com¬ 
binations which the Department, of 
Justice so far has been powerless to 
attack, because there was no law ap¬ 
plicable to them, have been brought to 
the attention of the Attorney-General. 
Prominent among them is the so-called 
“money trust,” in New York. It was 
pointed out that where a year ago the 
great financial interests of New York 
were classified into three groups, they 
now are popularly known as one. 

The New York Clearing House had 
unofficial notice that Wickershaw’s at¬ 
tention had been called to its methods 
of business. The association engaged 
James M. Beck, a former Assistant At¬ 
torney-General, and other New York 
attorneys to present an informal state¬ 
ment of its methods to the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice. 

When all was finished, the attorneys 
understood, tacitly, at least, that ap¬ 
parently there was nothing in the busi¬ 
ness of the New York Clearing House 
Association that could be construed as 
coming under any of the laws now on 
the statute books. Practically the 
same thing took place with the New 
Orleans Association last winter. Nev¬ 
ertheless, the Department of Justice 
regards with some concern the con¬ 
centration of banking capital in New 
York. 


GENERAL NEWS EVENTS 


Caruso of the Metropolitan Opera 
House will not sing again there this 
season. Although he has called in no 
less than four doctors, every one ot 
whom has made a special study of the 
throat, there is not one who has ven¬ 
tured to recommend that he should 
sing again. The ailment from which 
he is suffering is, according to the 
official diagnosis, poisoning of the 
sacro thyroid glands, supposed to be 
induced by the grip. 

Judge K. M. Landis of the United 
States District Court has received a 
letter signed “The Rlack Hand” and 
threatening his life unless he released 
a man appearing for trial in his court. 
The Judge laughed at the letter and 
was inclined to discredit it. It was 
mailed in the North Side Italian dis¬ 
trict and read: “You discharge John 
Alongi or we will kill you as we did 
two others.—Black Hand.”

ceremony of dress parade for an in¬ 
definitely long period. 

Lieutenant Bob Phillips was adju¬ 
tant of the post. Now, the adjutant is 
an important man at all military cere¬ 
monies, especially dress parade. As 
Colonel Auchincloss passed Lieutenant 
Phillips was standing, like all the rest, 
stiff as a ramrod, while the band was ! 
marching back and forth. Lieutenant 
Phillips was suffering at the time from 1 
a sore spot on the tip of his nose, it : 
so happened that a hungry fly lit on 
the organ and, finding such sustenance 
In the sore spot as especially suited 
Its taste, began to pull lustily. 

There are nerves in noses, especial 
ly on the under side. The agony en 
dured by the adjutant was excruciat¬ 
ing. Nevertheless, owing to the im¬ 
portant part he took in the military 
ceremony he was the last man on the 
ground who should infringe upon mili¬ 
tary discipline by raising his hand to 
shoo away the fly. Such a breach of 
uniformity would be especially notice¬ 
able in every one and if made by the 
adjutant would constitute a frightful 
example to the rest of the corps on 
parade. 

Furthermore, it was expected that 
every man would be at "eyes front.” 
Phillips held his eyes in that position 
rigidly. Consequently he did not see 
the approach of ills commander on his 
right Just before the colonel came 
within his range of vision Phillips’ ag¬ 
ony had passed the limit of human 
endurance, and his hand went up to 
brush off the fly. 

Colonel Auchincloss stopped, cast a 
terrible glance at the transgressor and 
passed on. Phillips saw him and knew 
that he was doomed. He was then 
preparing for examination for his pro¬ 
motion to be captain and felt sure that 
such a flagrant breach of discipline as 
raising a hand to brush a fly from a 
sore spot on tiis nose would be a great 
detriment to his attaining the rank to 
which he aspired. 

The next day Phillips was obliged 
to read on parade an order relieving 
himself of the duties of adjutant of 
the post and appointing another in his 
place. After the ceremony he went to 
his quarters wishing that he might be 
permitted to challenge the colonel and 
run him through to the hilt. Persons 
suffer by their mistakes, their misfor¬ 
tunes, and injustice. It is only In the 


last or these cases that reDemon can 
possibly be advisable, and even then 
to grin and bear It is usually the best 
policy. Lieutenant Phillips was In a 
sense obliged to do this, but a spirit 
of animosity toward the colonel was 
engendered in him which promised to ! 
burst into a flame and bring on an 
army scandal. 

Now. it happened that Colonel Au¬ 
chincloss. who, notwithstanding his 
age. was a bachelor, and Lieutenant 
Phillips unknown to each other had in¬ 
tentions with regard to a young lady 
who was stopping at one of the hotels 
outside the military reservation. What 
n fly had started a woman developed 
Miss Marjory Dressier was much flat¬ 
tered at the attentions of the mighty I 
commander and much Dleased with 
those of his subordinate. As soon as 
it became evident to both officers that 
they were rivals the fire burned hot¬ 
ter In the breast of the younger, and 
the elder drew a tighter rein in his 
official intercourse with his Inferior. 

Then came Lieutenant Phillips’ ex¬ 
amination for promotion, and. owing 
partly to his being absorbed by love 
rather than his studies and partly 
from the breach of discipline for which 
his colonel had reduced him from the 
position of adjutant, he was denied a 
captain's commission. 

The young man. conceiving that this 
deprivation was the result of the colo¬ 
nel's animosity toward him, preferred 
charges against him for tyrannical 
treatment. 

The commander of the department 
in which all this happened was an 
uncle of Miss Marjory Dressier. His 
official position prevented his express¬ 
ing any opinion in the matter, but his 
wife, not being similarly handicapped, 
took a secret part in the proceedings. 
Miss Dressier was her sister’s child, 
and the young lady. Inasmuch as she 
was in doubt whether she would mar- j 
ry the colonel or the lieutenant, would ; 
one day influence her aunt toward the 
defendant, the next toward the plain- 
tig. The former being a prominent 
artillery officer, that arm of the serv¬ 
ice took great interest in the trial, 
some siding with and some against 
their comrade of the big guns. 

Of course the officers’ families took 
great interest in the trial, and, as there 
is intercourse between the different 
corps, the trouble spread to the in¬ 
fantry, cavalry and the staff corps. 
Thus by the time the court was ready 
to tr 3 r the case the whole army was 
involved. 

The members assembled in full uni¬ 
form. The first proceeding was the 
reading of the charge, which was tyr¬ 
anny, and the specifications, which 
were very numerous. The first spec! 
fication began thus: 

"In this, that on or about the —th , 

day of -, 19—, the said plaintiff 

being on dress parade, a fly lighted

At this point the president of the j 
court interposed. 

“Whoever drew that specification ! 
should be cashiered. Lieutenant Phil 
lips is not being tried because a fiy 
lighted on his nose. Colonel Auchiu- 
closs is being tried on a charge of 
tyranny.” 

It was explained to the president, 
who was so much of a soldier that he 
could not be anything of a lawyer, j 
that this incident of a fly lighting on i 
the adjutant's nose was the beginning 
of the trouble, whereupon he was sat¬ 
isfied, and the reading proceeded. 

There was one matter that could not 
be introduced into the trial. That was 
the rivalry between plaintiff and de¬ 
fendant for tlie hand of Miss Dressier 
But everybody knew that this had 
added fuel to the flame till the fly 
that had lighted on the adjutant’s nose 
had been put entirely in the back 
ground When the trial began and all 
through the army tlie question was 
asked, "What’s this rumpus between 
Colonel Auchincloss and Phillips?” the 
reply was invariably, “Why. you see, 
a fiy lit on Phillips’ nose when he was 
on dress parade,” etc. But after 
awhile when the questiou was asked j 
the reply would be, “No one knows, 
but if you want to get at the bottom 
of the matter you’ll have to look for 
a woman in the case.” 

It was found necessary to bring wit¬ 
nesses (at government expense) from 
the uttermost points of the w r orld, and 
when a witness was summoned it was 
necessary to wait for his or her ar¬ 
rival. So the case dragged and was 
very expensive till at last it was 
fouud necessary to ask congress for a 
special appropriation to carry it on. 
The matter was then taken up by the 
secretary of war. who sent for the 
judge advocate of the court and asked 
him to give the facts. The judge ad¬ 
vocate began:

Lieutenant Phillips was on dress pa¬ 
rade a tty lit on a sore spot on the end 
of his nose.”

“Isn’t there some way of getting rid 
of it?” 

“That depends.” 

“On what?” 

“A woman.” 

The secretary was informed that 


the rancor was kept up Dy a niece or 
the commander of the department who 
couldn’t make up her mind whether 
she wished to marry the colonel or the 
lieutenant 

“Go tell her to come to me—that 1 
have something nice for her.” 

Miss Dressier answered the sum¬ 
mons in person and expectantly. 

“What is your ambition?’’ asked the 
secretary. 

“To be the wife of a military at¬ 
tache at a foreign court." 

“Name the man you wish for a hus¬ 
band and he shall be appointed.” 

“Lieutenant Bob Phillips." 

“That will do. Good morning." 

The next day Lieutenant Phillips 
withdrew his charges against Colonel 
Auchincloss. and an order was pub¬ 
lished promoting him and relieving the 
military attache on duty at Paris and 
appointing Captain Phillips in his 
stead. 

There are those who give Mrs. Phil¬ 
lips’ part in this celebrated army case 
a deeper import than appears on the 
surface. These persons maintain that 
she had some sort of an ax to grind, 
and if not from the first at least from 
the moment it appeared that the trial 
was a burden to the government she put 
the ax on the grindstone. Be this as it 
may. it is always dangerous for a wo¬ 
man to discover that she holds the bal¬ 
ance of power. 

When accused of this the lady smiles 
and says. “Let those laugh who laugh 
last.”
